I Dealera' Asaociation to demonatrate 
I the adaptability and economy of the 
motor truck on the farm. 

The motorcade which will consist of 
a large display of modern trucks trail- 
era and other farming hauling equip- 
ment, la valued at |186,000 and will be 
one of the largest assembles of trucks 
and farm hauling apparatua ever seen 
ouslde of the New York or Chicago 
shows. 

No particular truck, trailer nor any 
other equipment will be advertlsiiii; on 
the tour nor will selling or sollcltalion 
of business be permitted by the As- 
sooltion. The purpose of the tour is to 
demonstrate that trucks can be used 
for practically all kinda of farm work 
at less cost than by the old methods, to 
boost goods roads and speed up pro- 
duction on the farm. 

IJemoDslratious have been arranged 
for on farms along the route so the 
farmers can see the trucks operating 
under- actual working conditions. 
These demonstrations consist of pull- 
ing manure spreaders over soft fields, 
hauling corn from the crib over 
plowed ground to hog lots, carrying 
leiiciiig material and farm linplenieiits 
to points out on the farm where they 
are needed, and any other type of farm 
hauling which will show the ability of 
the truck.

"If you don't tell us now I know 
you'll never tell us. " It was .lack talk- 
ing after eou.\lng his Tnele for teti 
minutes to tell them some more about 
Calvin Coolldge. Vice-Presidential can- 
didate on the Republican ticlcet. 

"I suppose If I were dying," said 
Uncle Ted, "the last thing you'd want 
would be a story. Well, all right, come 
on over here, and you too, Ruth, and 
I'll Stan where I left off two weeks 
ago aud tell you a few more things 
alKJut Governor Coolidge." 

"Has he any children? " asked Ituth. 

"Yes, Ruth, he has tWb boys and 
they play the violin and mandolin 
quite well. I told you about the Bos- 
ton pollee strike and how he handled 
that situation so well and how Presi- 
dent Wih-oii serii liiiii a lek'Kram of 
congratulation wlien he was reeli'iled 
Governor. AlthouKli he oceiiiiies tlie 
highest olllce in the great slate of .Mas- 
sachusetts, be lives very simply in a 
two-story frame house in tbe town of 
Northampton and his telephone Is On 
a 'party lino' with the minister of one 
of the local rliurches. WTille In Bos- 
ton at his olliiial work he lives in a 
single room in a hotel ami earli week- 
end he makes the trii< of about one 
hundred miles home to his family. 

"The first public office held by Gov- 
ernor Coolidge was that of clerk of 
Hampshire county, having been ap- 
pointed to complete the term of a man 
who had died. \Vhen the term of office 
expired he would not run for it but re- 
turned to his law iiraetice. .\'ot long 
afterward he wa;; elected a member of 
ths city council of Northampton. While 
serving on the city council^ be was 
elected city solicitor and a little later 
he represented the city of Northamp- 
ton In the general court. In IflOS the 
people wanted him to run for .Mayor. 
He made the race and was eiecicil, aiid 
In 190& was reelected to the same of- 
fice. 

"As be continued to be elected ti> 
these various offices he became more 
and more popular and In 1010 be was 
elected to tbe state senate. He served 

two terms there and for some time 
was president of the senate Of course, 
while he was in the senaii' of the state 
he had an opportunity to know people 
from all parts of the state and after he 
left the senate he held the office of 
IJeutenaht governor for three years.

Wa.sliington. Aug. :;6. — More and 
more the imiireaslon prevails in the 
National C'aniial that when Ooveiiior 
I'u.t called unoii I'resiileiil Wilson at 
the White House he handed Senator 
Harding a certlflcate of election. 

The general belief prevails here that 
the country bad already made up lu 
mind to repudlte the President. His 
arrogance toward those differing with 
him In opinion, his specious pronil.-fos 
of four years ago about keeiiinj; the 
country out of war, liis idcalistis and 
impracticable notions about .Mexican 
and European affairs, bis flirting with 
Socialism while flaying Bolshevism, 
the general Incompetency and waste 
of hlR Admlnlatration. and bis efforts 
to ))revent any slightest protection of 
American interests in the lA'ague of 
.Vations covenant, had completely 
'■slningi'd uTi'ax masses of the people. 
The Democratic convention, it was 
thought in Washington, had put for- 
ward Its most promising candidate In 
tiiat he was supposed to be somewhat 
antagonistic to the Wilson ascendency 
over thp nemocratic party and hail 
not lit'i'ii nuiniiKiied by the friends and 
followers of the President. 

Henoe the White House visit and the 
subsequent utterances of the two men 
came like a bombshell. Public opin- 
ion was thereby denied. Cox tied him- 
self to a dead horse, politcally apcak- 
inp In so many words he declared 
that lie would uphold the position of 
the President in regard to the league 
and all other matters, that the Presl- 
lent's flght was his flght. The Presi- 
dent let It be known that the Cox atti- 
tude was eminently satisfactory to 
hlni. 

Many Democratic members of the 
House and Senate wi re disinaycd and 
dumbfounded Some among ilieni said 
Cox could do no more in the ln'tiiniiini; 
of the campaign than stand by the 
Democratic President and the Demo- 
cratic Administration. These privately 
expressed the opinion, after he had 
made this initial move and made sure 
of a united narly, that he would grad- 
nally bronk awr.y from I lie absurdities 
and unAnierlcanism of ilic Chief Ex- 
ecutive's position and assutne a more 
independent attitude. Republican mem- 
bers of Congress laughed at this. They 
said Cox had burled himself beyond 
resurrection by his unnecessarily tak- 
ini; on the load of Woodrow Wilson. 
» lioni the country repudiated in IHIS 
'and is ready to repudiate again. 

But both Republican and Demo- 
cratic members showed a disposition 
to wait. They would see what effect 
the visit had on the county. They 
would see what Cox said In his speech 
of acceptance They found that the 
country reacted unfavorable to the 
President. aM was to have been exjiect- 
ed. .\iul Ihey found that the acceiit- 
ance speech only accentuated the al- 
liance between Wilson and Coxi. They 
took the position and still hold to it 
that Cox is not flghtlng his own battle 
bnt that of Wilson, and that If Cox 
should be successful at the polls he 
would carry on ilie ideas and methods 
of Wilson and not of Cox. 

Further credence to this view Is giv- 
en by the fact that Cox since his nom- 
ination has, shown not the slightest 
originality or independency. He has 
not Indicated that if elected he will 
stand out for something ditterent and 
better than has already been done by 
President Wilson He has not offered 
any suggestion of anything new for 
the bettering of the government. Whst 
he says. Is this: 'Whatsver Wilson did 
was right. I could do no better. Hence 
I have accepted his position In toto. 
Furtlurrooro> Cn>one who attacks him 
is doing exactly the same is if he 
kicked a wounded soldier in the stom 
ach.'
